“ W e can never attam ;my high de­ 
gree of literary excellence, until wc 
have a class o f men o f letters ; scholars 
and students by profession ; who will 1 
devote themselves exclusively to the 
acquirement of knowledge, und the cul- | 
tivation of their genius. 
While the li- ] 
teralure oi the country depends upon 
men, however fond of it, who must make 
it subordinate to tliosc occupations by 
which they live, and who can reiori to it 
only as an amusement, in their few hours 
ofleisuru ^ as a relief to a mind almost 
exhausted by labour and exertion hi a* 
nother direction, what can be expectcfl 
butsuperiicial knowledge,unsatislaciory 
investigations, and meagre productions ? 
Not, indeed, to the discredit of those 
who do even thus much ; for, in their 
circumstances, ii is wonderful they af­ 
ford any attention to such pursuits ; but 
to the discredit of the country, which 
should liberally sustain a class of men 
on whom she should build her reputa­ 
tion in literature, and irom whom she 
would then have a right to demand it—- 
und such a class we ccrtainly shall have. 
The citizens of the United Slates arc a 
reading people ; there is no deficiency 
of judgment or taste in them, in de- 
cidiiig upon the merits of foreign pro­ 
ductions. 
T he number of books sold 
here is immense, in proportion to our 
population. 
But this is not enough ; 
the honest pride of country will not be 
satisfied, until we are as independent in 
uiid aeieticc us wu arc in govcrn- 
inent. 
W c must have our uuiJiurs. 
wiiose writings will accord with our si­ 
tuation, our wants, our views, and in­ 
terests, and not forever resort for every 
intellectual enjruyment to an importation 
from abroad.”
